MASTERS PROGRAM 


Closely following the heels 
of the new law is a probosed 
Masters _ degree program in 
Chinese medicine at San 
Francisco State University，、It 
now awaits apDproval by the 
chancellor's offlce. 

"The -program has been 
drafted here，this campus has 
approved it，and it's been 
Submitted to _ the System-wide 
offaice in Long Beach. They'"re 
having Some problem with it 


,because of .the name “medi- 


cine"” said Dr Chia-Wei Woo， 
president of SF State. "The 
state university System 1s not 


Supposed to have any medical 
programs,” 

He added，"Our campus is 
going to 8o all-out to support 
it … Tm very high on this 
program. Chinese health care 
iS now getting a 1ot more 
attention than in the past, and 
tt RECTIOUEEOOFEC 
credibility." 


The program，if approved， 
will be acceptable by the state 
examining committee as one of 
the four years required for 
taking the exam. The re- 
maining three years might be 
Spent at varlious institutions in 
the US and abroad. 


"It can be used as a Stepping 
stone toward research work in 
Chinese medicine,"” said Araki. 
"But we are not going to be a 
Chinese_ acupuncture school. 
That's a very important 
difference -- we are not 
teaching medicine." 


"We'"re considering making 
some liaison with a School of 
acupuncture or Chinese medi- 
cine in 开 yoto and Hong 玫 ong 
and possibly in Beijing and 
Korea," Said Dr. George Araki， 
director of the _ Center for 
Interdisciplinary Sciences at 
SF State，which the new pro- 
gram falls under.，The formal 
titie for the new degree is 
Master of Arts and Sciences 
with a concentration in Chi- 
nese medical science.

In _ the meantime，1ast week 
the Chinese Consolidated 
Benevolent Association filed a 
3100 million libel suit against 
MGM/VUA Entertainment Com- 
pany，chargtng producer Dino 
de . 工 aurentils- arnd - director 
Michael Cimino -fORaEbeling 
the. association in the fm。 
Frank Rothman，MGMV/LUA7S 
chairman and chief executive 
of ftcer，announced his decil- 
Sionmn on Aug. 29 at a press 
conference with LA City 
Councilman Mike Woo，who 
had begun negotiations on the 
disclaimer the previous week. 


The disclaimer will be sent 


to theaters in the NY and LA 


areas，and will be Shown 
before _ the film's opening 
creditSs。、The studio will decide 


thls week whether to ship the 
disclaimer to other theaters， 
Said Rothman. 


The ire of the benevolent 
asSociation was incurred by 
Scenes in the movie that 
displayed Chinese characters 
which translate as "Chinese 
Benevolent ASsoclation," 
according to a letter written 
by the association to the 
filmmakers on August 22.， In 
a bullding marked with these 
characters， the movie shows 
some Chinese mien holding 3 
meeting where they conspire 
to commit criminal acts.

If there is one burning issue both 1liberal and conservative 
Chinese American political activists in San Francisco can agree on， 
it is the lack of political representation and influence in City 百 al1. 
In a city with 30 percent Asians and over 100,000 out of a total 
population of 712,000，the conspicuous absence of Chinese or 
Asians on the 11-member Board of Supervisors and the Small 
numbers 0f -ASsians on boards，commissions and in htegh-levecl 
management positions in city departments is Shocking and enough 
to make people cynical and cause them to lose faith in democracy. 


What 1S even more Shocking is the apparent failures of both 
Chinese American conservatives，who have raised inordinate 
amounts Of money for elected officials ycar_ after year and 
liberals，who have registered and mobilized voters to_ effectively 
influence decision-makers in city government. Pius Lee，TI. Kong 
Lee，Benny Yee，Thomas Hsieh，Gordon Lau，Stephen Jeong and 
Dennis Wong are among those who have organized fund raising 
parties，oOr contributed to many a campaign coffer. The Chinese 
American Yoters Education Committee has been most instrumental 
in registering people since the early 1970s. But there is neither 
visibility nor influence in City Hall when it comes to issues 
affecting the welfare of the community. 


We therefore welcome the publication of the article, "In Search 
of Empowerment," in the July issue .of San Francisco Business ，3 
publication of the San Francisco Chamber of Commerce，and we 
are grateful for the permission granted us to reprint the article in 
thiswissues The appeararce ofathe articlesinithemGhamnbers 
official publication is Slgnificant.， We now at least know that a 
leading Segment of the SF establishment has acknowledged a_ very 
Serious problem in the government of the city-.

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Aquino Case General Counsel 
Expliains Delays In Verdicts 


By CHERYLENE 工 也 EE 


SAN FRANCISCO - August 21 
marked the second anniversary of 
the assassination of Benigno 
“Ninoy” Adquino，the popular 
Filipino opposition leader gunned 
down in the Manila airport Seconds 
after leaving his Plane under 
millitary esScoOrt. 


Now two years after the 
murder，23 military and one 
civilian defendant await the 
outcome of their trials.， But 
for the most famous of the 
defendants， Armed FEorces 
Chief of Staff General Fabian 
Ver, the verdict may not have 
toEDenrhearda The Philippine 
Supreme Court ruled August 
30 that evidence gathered 
against Ver by the Adquino 
Murder _ InvestigationD 上 act- 
Elinding Board was inadmis- 
Sible，making his trial likely 
to be dismissed. 

Andres R. Narvasa，Ppiosecutor 
and general counsel for the fact- 
finrding board，explained the com- 
plicated reasons for the delay of 
justice to the International Rela- 
tions study section of the Com- 
monwealth Club on August 20 in 
SFE， He was introduced by Lupita 
Aquino Kashiwahara， Adquino?s 
Sister，who had accompanied her 
brother on his fatal trip. 

The five-member 记 dependent 
fact= 有 nding board was assembled in 
October 1983 after public skepti- 
cism forced President Marcos to 


abandon the Fernando Commis- 
Sion, headed by Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court Enrique Fernando. 
There was the Suspicion that the 
commission could not remain im- 
partial in the murder investigation . 


CONSPIRACY CHARGES 

During the investigation the 
military claimed the murder was the 
actof alone gunman, Rolando Gal- 
man，who，according to_ military 
testimony，waited for Adquino on 
the airport tarmac and he was shot 
and killed by soldiers seconds after 
Adquino fell.， But the painstaking 
evidence collected by the fact- 
finding board told quite a different 
Story, one which led to charges of a 
military coOnspiracy and the acctsa- 
tion that General FEabian Ver，a 
cousin and confidant to President 
Marcos，was involved. 


After a year-long investigation， 
costing Six Imillion pesos (abonit 
$325,000 US) and involving the in- 
terviewing of 100 witnesses from the 
Philippines， Tokyo，and 革 os 
Angeles, the evidence gathered was 
“SO complete,” according to Nar- 
vasa，that the“fact-finding board 
could reconstruct events before and 
after the murder with great 
fidelity.2” 

"Using photographs and video- 
tapes made by 13 journalists who 
had been waiting at the airport for 
Adquino"S$ return from political 
exijle, the board obtained sequential 
Photographic evidence to account 
for all but 11 seconds of the events

SuUrrounding the murder. Even that 
gap was audibly recorded and tapes 
provided “irrefutable evidence 
that Adquino had been shot while 
Still descending the Plane steps 
under military escort，and not on 
the tarmac as the military testified . 


GREAT FANEARE 

But even with such detailed 
evidence, the fact-finding board did 
not come to a_ unanimous conclu- 
Sion. On October 23， Corazon 
Agrava，chairwoman of the fact- 
finding board，sSubmitted a report 
to President Marcos naming 25 
mllitary men， but exonerating 
General Ver from responsibility in 
the murder. President Marcos ac- 
cepted her report with great fan- 
fare. 

The following day,，a report con- 
taining Narvasa's Opinion and the 
opinion of the majority of the fact- 
finding board was Submitted. L 
named GOeneral Ver as an acceSSOTY 
to _ conspiracy. After making the 
members of the fact-finding board 
wait for an hour at the presidential 
palace,aMarcos finally accepted the 
Imajority report Saying“I hope you 
can live with yoOUT conscience after 
what you have done.2” 


While both Feports agree that 3a 
Soldier was ITesponsible for 
Adquino's murder，neither Teport 
named nor exonerated Marcos from 
responsibility in the muder. Ver was 
granted a“'leave of absence” from 
his duties by Marcos，who sent the 
cases of the 26 men to the Sandigan 
Bayan, a Philippine court that tries 
cases of public officials. 


SNAGS 

It was in the Sandigan Bayan that 
the prosecution?"s case ran into 
Snags. Following the deposition 
made by the prosecution, the“Of-

A“ “Hopelessly Americanized”Artist 
Masters Chinese Ceramics

OAKLAND - Eor some，Pplates 
and bowls are merely functional 
everyday objects 一 things that hold 
food . 

But in the hands of potter 
Penelope Der Yuen，even objects 
with the Simple function of holding 
Tice become statements of personal 
“development and enchanting works 
of art. 

The East Bay Asian Local Devel- 
opment Corporation 1s Sponsoring 
an exhibit of Yuen?s artistry in 3a 


Show entitled “Ceramics: Eunc- 
tional and Wearable.”The gallery 
exhibits Plates，Platters，earrings， 


and brooches, each piece expressing 
Yuen's freeflowing style. 

Born in Hong Kong in 1940Yuen 
grew Up near Big Bear，California， 
She was influenced early by her 
mother Cheng Oi Lin, a weaver and 
interior designer; and by the moun- 
tains and hills surrounding her 
childhood home. 

While she claims she didn't know 
she would become an artist as early 
as age 10，Yuen gravitated toward 
working with her hands，sewing， 
creating her Own enyironment. 

She enrolled as an art major in 
Pomona College，spent a year stu- 
dying at the Sorbonne in Paris and 
traveling through Europe，and 
upon her return transferred to the 
art department at UC，Berkeley. 

Initially interested in oil painting 
and the _abstract :expressioliists， 
Yuen felt“the three-dimensional 
quality was missing” in her work 
until she found her medium in clay. 
In clay, she could utilize oxides and 
underglazes like oils, but also create 
Simnple three-dimensional utilitarian 
forms that she found very.satisfy- 
ing. 

SOMETHING DIVINEE 

“There is something divine abonut 
everyday things,”Yuen Says. Even 
Tice bowls，humble as they are， 
“can Say a lot.?” 

Her work reflects her quiet intro- 
Spective nature，mnuted splashes of 
color against Celadon or Temmoku 
glazes,， jewelry created by extruding 
Slip (a mixture of water and clay) 
through a giant hypodermic needle 
in freeflowing swirls glistening in 
crackle glazes. 

Yuen prefers working in porce- 
lain because “its Purity enhances 
the colors.”Always seeking Simpli-

city， she makes her own hand tools 
to carve and paint her clay，Sculpt- 
ing each wooden tool herself and 
saving her once ankle-length hair to 
Imake her Own brushes. 


It is“the actual doing，not the 
finished product” that is important 
to Yuen. In fact，She says，after a 
piece is finished and is ready to be 
Sold，she“disengages herself,”and 
the Piece becomes only a by-pro- 
duct of her life; it is out of her 
hands. She keeps very little of her 
WOTKk . 

In her willingness to _ let her 
work g0，Yuen finds selling her 
WOIrK “very difficult，the issue of 
money ls Problematical.”Yuen be- 
lieves it ls not in her nature to ex- 
pose herself or _ accept money for 
Something that has another value to 
her. Still,，her work sells well,parti- 
cularly during her annual Christmas 
Sale She has in her home， 

Yuen recently became certified in 
acupressure, a Study she Undertook 
after hurting her back when the 
realization Sank in that she might 
not have the physical strength to 
continue in ceramics for the rest of 
her life. 


NEW WORLD 
Acupressure opened a whole new 


world for Yuen，involving her with . 


People as opposed to working alone 
as an artist，and providing a path 
for her to fnd some intuitive 
ground about her Asian ancestry. 
She describes herself as“hopelessly 
Americanized,”but now feels part 
of a _ great continuum，acupressure 
and pottery having both been prac- 
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ticed thousands of years in China 
with jlittle change over time. Yuen 
would like to go to China to study 
acuUpressure， pottery， and _ calli- 
graphy with the old mastersS. 

But the most important artistic 
focus for Yuen is what she has 
learned _ from ceramics，Ceramics 
has taught her discipline. Not just 
the discipline She requires of herself 
to“stay engaged7”” (She tries to woOrk 
at least two hours every day, even if 
it ls just to mix glazes,，bnut before a 
Sale,，She-works 18 hours a day)，or 
the discipline needed to stay with a 
piece for 24 hours during the firing 
Process, Or that which ls required to 
do the_ backbreaking kneeling and 
lifting of hundreds of pounds of 
clay. The most important discipline 
she's learned from ceramics is “how 
to let g0.2” 

“Tdon't know anything that is as 
demanding as ceramics. There_are 
So many stepS,，dozens Of processes 
that take place from alump of clay 
to the finished piece, and at any one 
of them，something can g0 wIong. 
You can't get too attached to a 
piece. There are somany things you 
can:t control，there is So _ much 
waste.”Yuen Say5s“working in clay 
has taught me that everything is in 
fux,， always changing, time:is miovz 
ing on. I will never give it :up be- 
cause it has taught me to let go.?”
